visors. The expense of the office under Dr. Cowan is greater 
simply because the county population is greater.'f~No one can 
regulate the work in the Coroner's office; it is controlled 
by nature and conditions. The records of the county show 
that Dr. Cowan has averaged more autopsies than 
L. O. 


Stephens. Dr. E. E. Brown, who was the predecessor of 
Stephens, also averaged more autopsies than Stephens. Dr. 
Long during his first term (four years) averaged less. Dr. 
Long held office two terms (eight years). The fact that the 
coroner is a physician, an undertaker or something else will 
not vary the number of autopsies. The only .saving there can 
lie will be on mileage. I shall not reply to anything else. I 
close my canvass and am not ashamed of the way I have 
conducted it.
